Spanish Revolutions. 
No. IX. 


From general views of the great revo- 
lutions which occurred for so many ages, 
among the Spaniards and the Moors, we 


descend to an examination of those which 


took plce in particular provinces of the 
Pentusula of Spain. Our review of these 
willbe rapid. We commence with Cat- 
alonia. 

The turbulent disposition and martial 
habits of the Catalonians, together with an 
inherent spyit of unconquerable indepen- 
dence, have rendered that part of the kings 
dom a peculiar scene of bloody revolutions; 
through successive ages. Inthe year 759, 
Abderhaman Ben Humcyay the first mon- 
arch of Cordova, who usurped the throne 
from the Caliph Abou Giafur Almansor, 
caused the viceroy, Yussuf, who opposed 
his ambitious schemes, to be assassinated 
by the people of Toledo. This event was 
followed by a rebellion of Silonoan, gover- 
nor of Barcelona and Girona. Abderha- 
man, having overthrown the Portuguese, 
with whom he had been at war, advanced 
into Arragon, took possession of Saragos- 
sa, and then invaded Catalonia with com- 
plete success. At the end of fourteen 
years, Ben El Arbi and Bel Attar, the sons 
of Yusout, one of whom was governor of 
Saragossa, and the other of Huesca, de- 
termined to revenge the death of their 
father, paid their court to CHaRLEMAGNE 
of France at Aix la Chapelle, took the oath 
of allegiance to him, and promised to sup- 
ply him with the means of conquering 
Arragon and Catalonia. Inthe year 778, 
Charlemagne became master of those 
provinces, but they were recovered by Ab- 
derhaman, in 781, in consequence of the 
return of the king of France to his own 
country. In 788 Abderhaman died. A 
civil war between his sons ensued, and 
Lewis, king of Aquitain, son of Charle- 
magne, took advantage of it to extend his 
dominions. His suceess, from various 
causes, was not answerable to his expec- 
tations. In 796, Charlemagne, having 
dissoived the council of Frankfort, and set- 
tled those important concerns that had se 
long detained him in Germany, ordered 
his commanders in Gallia Narbonensis to 
march into Catalonia, in order to recon- 
quer from the Moors their acquisitions in 
that province. Atthe same time Lewis 
ordered Ausona (now called Vicq) Cardo- 
na, Castraserra, Girona, and other places 
on the river Ther, to be fortified, which 
alarming preparations induced several 
of the Moorish chieltainsto submit. 2os- 
tagan, one of Lewis’s generals, besieged 
Barcelona, and reduced the inhabitants al- 
most tofamine. One of the historians as- 
serts that they were so horribly torment- 
ed with hunger, that they tore off the old 
rotten icather from the doors to eat it ; 
vetustissima ostiis coria deradere. The 
city at length surrendered, and Lewis, 
having bestowed the government of it up- 
on Bera, with the ttle of Count of Barce- 
lona, returned to France in triamph.— 
L.wis, though surnamed The Mild, was a 
most furious warrior. Afterwards, at dif- 
ferent times, he committed great ravages, 
and made extensive conquests in Spain. 

The Emperor Ciarlemagne, in 835, 
disposed of his dominions by his will, in 
cousequence of which his possessions in 
Catalonia devolved upon Lothair. Upon 
the death of the Emperor, however, in 840, 
this disposition was altered, in favor cf his 
son Charles. “Twelve years afterwards,the 
French in Catalonia were invaded by the 
Moors under Mousa, governor of Saragos- 
sa, who committed great ravages through- 
out the province. In 881, Wifrofd, be- 
coming Count of Barcelona, attacked the 
Moors, who still held considerable posses- 
sions in Catalonia. and zained some ad- 
vantages over them. Wifroid reigned till 
the year 9il, and distinguished himself by 
many heroic actions, a3 well as by the ben- 
efits which resulted to his subjects from 


| his victories,and the general equity of his 
| administration. 


Borel, one of his succes- 
sors, was defeated by the Moors under 
Mahomet, in the battle of Moncada or Ma- 
tabons, in 985,1n which many of the prime 
nobility of Catalonia were slain. 
lona was afterwards taken and retaken.— 
It was again aitacked by the Moors, when, 
unable to sustala a siege, Borel, with five 
huudred Christtan followers, sallied from 
the city, and, in imation of Leonipas 
aud ims three hundred Spartans, devoved 
themselves to deata for their countlry.— 
Raymond, the son and successor of Borel, 
about the year 1000, obtamed a glorious 
Vietoryover the Moors at Albesa, and ree 
covered his dominions. He atterwards 
formed a powertul confederacy ayalist tic 
Moors, and defeated them m the bloody 
and jong contesicd buitle of ¢eadtar el Batar. 
He was w less an amiable than a feroie 
priace, anda siacere and fervest Cjrws- 


Jarce- 
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tian. He closed his daysin peace, exces- 
sively lamented by his people, A, Ded OIF. 
His countess, Dong Ermesinda, who gov- 
erned for some years as tutoress to the 
young Coumt, Beranger, was an aie and 
energetic princess. Beranger obtained 
the utle of Zhe Gid, from the great length 
of his reign, and acquired the reputation 
of being the of all the sons of 
Catalonia, from his having caused twelve 
Moorish princes to become his tributaries, 
and extended his influeuce over several of 
the other provinces of Spain. Civil wane 
and assassinations foHowed his death— 
Beranger the Second was a p i 
prince, but died young. From his c 
surname of Cudeca de Estofta,or The Head 
of Oakum. Bloody revolutions succeeded 
the reign of this prince, until, by the mar- 
riage of Beranger the ifth with the daugh- 
ter of Ramiro il. king of A 

kingdum and the earldom of Bu 

were united in 1172, when Remi 

and was succeeded by his daughter, Dona 
Petronilla.

“ Proofa of the corrufition of General 
James Wiikinson, and of his connection with 
Aaron Burr,” &c. 


After having successfully fulfilled the 
mission on which he had been sent, hav¥- 
ing delivered bis cargo of dollars and re- 
ceived his returns in treasonable projects, 
Mr. Power came back to Natchezy from 
whence he rendered the account of hig 
mission by the letter (No. 36) dated 9th 
May, 1797, and received an answer of 
which we have the original (No. 37, 28th 
May, same year) which shows the ex- 
actness of all Mr. Power’s details. The 
640 dollars are not forgotien in this cor 
respondence, and an account is rendered 
of the merchandise in which the dollars 
were concealed. In the Baron’s answer, 
a new mission is spoken of, for which 
Power is directed to pseete. The in- 
structions for this embassy are contained 
in a letter from the Baron, of which the 
original is ready to be produced (No. 38, 
May, 1797.) 

These instructions are written with 
more caution than any of the preceding 
papers. Wilkinson had just attaimed the 
command in chief; the governor, who 
knew his character, was not so certain of 
his co-operation as when he was subordi- 
nate in command; he was the more doubt- 
ful, because Wilkinson had shown a dis- 
position to disavow his former connection 
by marching a body of troops to take pos- 
session of the posts. “ No person, (the 
governor says to Power) shall be inform. 
ed of your business, not even the inten- 
dant; Don Andress (the secretary) wifl 
be the only person in the secret.” He 
then states the dispositions that the army 
of the United States, under the command 
of Wilkinson, are making to @ét posses- 
sion of the potis pursuant to the treaty ; 
and instructs his agent in the pretences 
which he is to urge to retard its fulfilment 
and stop the match of the troops. For 
this purpose Mr. Power is farnished with 
an official letter directed to the comman- 
der of the American army. (No. 39. 
This he tells us is the ostensible ‘purport 
of his mission. The second object which 
he warns him “ no one ouglit to discover, 
and which for this reason he ought ‘to re- 
tain in his memory,is to sound and é&kamine 
the disposition of the ptople of the western 
country, the militiaof which it i8%"sail had 
received ofders to march ;”’ in whitch case 
he is directed to give informatiéh tot 
commandant of New-Madrid. He 
gives bim a kind of cypher, in whith he 
is to communicate the most ovaterial facts 
on this point. After some attful instruc- 
tions as to the language he is to ho}d ty 
the people of Kentucky, the Byron comedy

* it would be a most persuasive evi- 
edence of a previous intelligence between 
the Baron and general Wilkinson. He 
“had been his pensioner while second in 
command. Having attained the first rank, 
he was now placed ina situation by the 
approaching rupture between the two na- 
tions, to elect between open rebellion and 
a return to duty. The Spaniard seems 
to have somewhat apprehended the latter, 
but to have calculated from his knowledge 
of the general’s character, that he might 
be brought openly to throw off his aile- 
giance. He therefore directs Power to 
flatter his vanity with the prospect of being 
the founder of a new republic. His ava- 
Bice had been successfully tried before, 
and now hundreds of thousands of dollars 
figure in every line, money is not to be 
wanting, and his two ruling passions are 
to be excited to the utmost pitch. What 
can express the insolent certainty they had 
of the commander’s treachery more fully, 
than that when enwmerating the reasons 
why they counted wpon success, such 
as that the people were discontented 
with their taxes, that France and Spaia 
were disgusted with the government, 
that the army was weak, the Ba- 
Fon adds, that it was devoted to Wilkinson ? 
‘This is the first time that the devotion of: 
an army to its chief was placed in the list 
ef reasons which were to ensure the suc- 
cess of its enemies; and the expression 
can only be accounted for, by supposing 
that the general was as much devoted to 
the enemy as the army were to him. 
Again, observe the distinction that is made 
between those. whom it was expedient still 
to tempt.“ Gain (says the Baron) 
Breckenridge and other writers who have 
influence, by promises which shal} be 
faithfully fulfilled”—“ represent these ar- 
guments with force to Wilkinson, La 
assagne and Sebastian, and you will pro- 
duce the most glorious commotion.”

temporary command, with the rigour 
| which the public knowledge of his former 
errands scemed to merit. Advice of this 
visit Was given to General Wilkinson 
while on his way to Detroit. Here let a 
respectable witness, whom we have before 
heard, speak in his own language. “ 
our way down to Detroit (says capt. Ster- 
ret in his Jetter No. 41) as we entered the 
river St. Glair we met a command of men 
with dispatches for the General. ‘The 
same day, after having read his letters, 
be invited meto go on shore with him 
to shoot pigeons. While on shore he 
told me that: Mt. Thomas Power had ar- 
rived at Detroit in his absence, that Col. 
Strong the commandant, acting under an 


} order of Maj. General Wayne’s, had him 


in confinement—that he was apprehen-- 
sive that he would have to send Mr. Pow- 
er out of the country, altho’ he knew him 
to be an honest clever fellow, a man of tal- 
ents and one that had rendered him great 
services ; but that unfortunately, Mr. P. 
was suspected as a spy, and that the Uni- 
ted States suspected him, General Wil- 
kinson, and at the same time quoting the 
old adage, that it was more criminal in 
some to look over the hedge than in oth- 
ers to steal a hare, asked me, “ Howl 
should like to take a trip to New-Madrid 
with Mr. Power?” I answered very well, 
he then enjoined secrecyonme. Wear- 
rived at Detroit before the middle of Sept. 
1797 and found Mr. P. (as the general 
had stated) in confinement. He was im- 
mediately set at liberty and E dined with 
him 2 few days afterwards at the gener- 
al’stable. A very short time after this, 
(perhaps a day,) 1 was sent for by the 
general who informed me~that he had 
other duty for me than that of escorting 
Mr. P. that capt. Shambourgh was select- 
ed for that command, that I must hold 
myself in readiness to proceed to Ken- 
tucky, there to procure money on bills 
and pay the troops at Fort Massack and 
Fort Knox at Vincennes, which order I 
obeyed and left Mr. P. at Detroit. Inv 
the beginning of November following | 
met Capt. Shambourgh at Massack on his 
return from N. Madrid, where he had de- 
livered Mr. Power. He shewed me his 
instructions from the general relative to 
Mr. P. in which capt. S. was ordered not 
to permit Mr. P. to enter into any of our 
ports and todeny him the use of pen, 
ink, pencil or paper, &c. Ou reading 
those instructions I expressed great sur- 
prise at this precaution when I knew that 
Mr. Power had travelled through that 
country on his way, and that he had his 
full liberty at Detroit. Capt. Shambourgh 
laughing, said “ it was a dore.” 

Before I refer to the evidence of Mr. 
Power himself on this occasion, let me ad- 
vert to one circumstance which must be 
conclusive. Independent of any light 
thrown on the subject by Mr. Power him- 
self, it is clear from a doctiment which 
cannot be suspected. the original instruc- 
tions from Carondelet, that Power was 
sent for the express purpose of making 
proposals to W. derogatory to his dignity, 
and inconsistent with his allegiance as a 
citigen. and his duty as an officer. It is 
clear from the testimony of Mr. Sterret, 
and from the general’s own letter, that he 
was well received, that he staid some days, 
and that he had several conferences with 
him. Itis impossible not to suppose in 
those conferences, he complied with the 
instructions given him by his superior, 
and that he made the proposition which he- 
had undertaken to do. What would have 
been the conduct of an honorable man, on 
receiving such a proposition? Would he 
not have treated the corruptor and his a- 
gent with indignation and contempt, know- 
ing, as he confessed to captain Sterret, 
that the suspicions of the president were 
excited—would he not, if they were 
groundless, bave seized that opportunity 
of removing them, and by the punishment 
of the agent and the exposure of the prin- 
cip¢l have cleansed himself from the foul 
suspicions under which he leboured? But 
he dared not to do this—he felt himself too 
much in their power to come fo those ex- 


 tremities which were necessary to the es- 


‘tablishment of his character—there were 
490 many witnesses of his dishonor—too 
many letters evincive of his guilt; he 
therefore, to save appearance, did no more 
than he meditated before he saw Power— 
he sent him under feigned restraint to the 
very place to which he wishedto go; and 
he wrote him a letter which he thought 
would impose on the world, but which is, 
when fully considered, the strongest proof 
of his duplicity and collusion. The letter 
acknowledges a Arst nocturnal interview, 
in which the return of Power was insisted 
‘on by the general; it expresses a perse- 
verance in that determination because Mr. 
Power efifiroached him, as he says, ina 
fuublic character, and on nasiana! business, 
which required a speedy answer: that 
therefore he (Power) was no free agent, 
so as to elect the time or route of his re- 
turn, but that he stood bound by motives 
of political import as well to Spain as to 
the United States to communicate the ob-

al received me coldly enough ; in the first 
conference he broke out with saying to 
me very bitterly, ‘ we are ruined, sir, both 
you and myself, without receiving any 
Afterwards 
he asked me whether I had brought the 
640 dollars—-[eternally these 640 dol- 
lars *]—he added that the executive had 
given orders to the governor of the North 
Western Territory to take me and send 
me to Philadelphia, and that there was no 
other resource left for me to escape but to 
suffer myself tobe conducted immediately 
under guard to Fort Massack, and from 
thence to New-Madrid; and having in- 
formed him of the proposition of the Ba- 
ron, he proceeded to tell me tat it was a 
chimerical project, and impossible to be 
executed ; that the inhabitants of the wes- 
tern states, having obtained all they wish- 
ed by the treaty, would form no other po- 
litical or commercial connection, and that 
now they had no other motive to separate 
themselves from the interests of the other 
states, although France awd Spain had 
made them the most advantageous propo- 
sitions; that the fermentation wich had 
existed for four years was now subsided, 
&c. ; that Spain had now nothing els: to 
do but to give complete effect to the trea- 
ty which had overturned all hts plans, and 
rendered usclese the work of more than ten 
years.—And inasmuch as he had, he sad 
destroyed his cyphers and al} his corres- 
pondence with our government, and that 
his duty and his honor did not permit him 
to continue it, that the governor need not 
fear that he would abuse the confidence 
he had placed in him; finally, that Spain 
having ceded to the U. States the territo- 
ry of the Natchez, &c. it might Aaffen 
that he would be apffminted governor of it, 
and that then opfportunitics would be mere 
efficacious to effect.his frolitical projects — 
He complained much that the secret of 
his connections with our government had 
been divulged through want of prudence 
on our part,” &c. Here then we have the 
cause of this new prudery in the general’s 
character. The project was now danger- 
ous, and therefore he would not embark 
in it. He now bethought him of his Aon- 
or and his duty, which had slept for ten 
years. He now for the first time recol- 
lected what he owed to his country and 
the station in which he was piaced.— 
But this illumination of honor was but a 
momentary flash; it could not support 
him through a single conference, and in 
the very breath, in which be abjures the 
ruinous connection, he shews that fear, 
not principle, induced him to make the 
temporary abandonment; he complains 
that the treaty which secured the best in- 
terest of his country had ruined his pro- 
jects—adverts to the jealousy of his gov- 
ernment, and looks forward to the happy 
period when the government of the Natch-

try. A commentary on such evidence 
is unnecessary ; it speaks at once to the 
understanding, and the prejudice must 
be rooted indced that can resist its force. 

In a Fetter from the Baron de Caronde- 
let to Mr. Power, dated 23d April, 1797, 
(No. 44) is the following passage: “ I 
have just written to W, and have given 
my letter to Mr. Nolan. a charming young 
man, whom I regard very highly (garecon 
charmant et dont je fais le plus grand cas. ) 
He has told me that he had a sure oppor- 
tunity to convey it to him, and it is a long 
time since | have written to him for want 
of an opportunity, and for fear of commit- 
ting him (crainte de le compromettre.”) 
In all the intercourse between Wilkinson 
and the Spaniards, we find Mr. Nolan ; 
this “* child of his own” seems to have 
had as versatile talents as his adoptive fa- 
ther, and he is alternately engaged in the 
dark diplomacy or the contraband com- 
merce of his employer. Ifthe Baron de 
Carondelet had nothing that was improp- 
er to write, why should he so long delay 
his communications for a safe opportuni- 
ty, and whence the anxious fezr of com- 
mitting his corresfiondent, if the object of 
their correspondence were honorable or 
lawful? 

Here I close the exhibition of the proofs 
on the subject of the bribes. which were 
given by the Spanish government, and 
the corruption which they preduced. I 
close it, as will be remarked, without any 
reference te my personai knowledge of 
the general outline of Wilkinson’s plan, 
and %© his unequivocal confession as de- 
tuited io my affidavit lsid before congress.

tribunal to testify again on this subject, I 
could add many circumstances which fur- 
ther recollection and a perusal of docu- 
ments have brought to my rensembrance, 
but my object as I stated is to show that 
the proof, independent of my Own asser- 
tion, is sufficient to have borne down my 
adversary, and to support my reputation 
for veracity. One circumstance howev- 
erin my own justification 1 ought to no- 
tice. In my depositivn I state that the 
general’s explicit confession took place in 
October, 1798, at Loftas’s Heights, where 
I had passed three days and nights in Ais 
tent.—Feeling how deeply this evidence 
would affect him, it was necessary to throw 
doubts on some circumstance which I had 
detailed, thereby to weaken the whole. 
He bus therefore denied that I swas with 
him for three days—he has denied that I 
was at his tent, because he says he was 
then not encamped, but slept in his boat. 
(No. 46.) If [had been mistaken in these 
points ; if it should appear that instead of 
three days I had been there but one, and 
if the confession had been made ina boat, 
I believe it would have been as important 
as if whispered in atent- But I was not 
mistaken, and.if I prove clearly that 1 was 
not, his denial of these circumstances 
will be a persuasive proof that he feels the 
truth of my communication, since he 
strives to disprove it by deny:mng circum- 
stances which are proved to be trae and 
which he must have known to be true. 
The fact then of my stay with Wilkinson 
in 1798, and of his being then encamped, 
though otherwise trivial circumstances, 
become important in this inquiry. 

On this subject then I refer, 

First, to a letter, dated 2d November, 
1798, from my kinsman Daniel Clark, 
who then lived at his plantation about 
three miles from the camp, and who died 
two years after it was written, in which he 
says, “I presume you will not get away 
from the general fur a day or two to come; 
indeed the weather seems unfavorable for 
} the prosecution of your journey to Natch- 
ez. His. excellency proposes a jaunt te 
the Desert tesec his convalescents, as soon 
as you d-fiert.””

All of these gentlemen have a periect 
recollection of my having been there, and 
relate particular circumstances which in- 
duce them to remember my being with 
the general in his tent. How miserably 
are men blinded by the confusion of guilt ? 
They think they must deny something— 
they grope about in the dark ; and as they 
are directed by chance, not judgment, in 
the selection of ther means, they are fre- 
quently weapons of greater annoyance to 
themselves than their enemies. Thus if 
Wilkinson had contented himself with de- 
nying the substance of the conversation 
between us, I could have procured no oth- 
er evidence of that particular fact, as our 
conferences on the subject were not held 
in the presence of witnesses ; but finding 
@ person whose inaccurate recollection of 
places and dates would, he thought, throw 
a doubt on my testimony, he seizes it with 
eagerness, he lenies my visit to him, he 
denies the place of his residence, and he 
puls itin my power unquestionably to prove 
by other witnesses, What would otherwise 
have rested on my own assertiun. 

In my desposition too I state that Wil- 
kinson desired me to propose the purchase 
of governor Gayoso’s land, for the arrears 
of the pension still due to him. I have 
since discovered one of the general's let- 
ters which corroborates this proof; it is 
dated Loftus’s Heights, 13th March, 1799, 
and contains in reference to that sulject 
the following paragraph: “ The Alingo* 
asks more than I can give for his dirty «- 
cres, therefore say not one word on that 
subject.” This caution was whoily un- 
necessary, for, as I had stated in my dep- 
osition, I hal refused to bave any agency 
im his newockation for the land. . 

After these remarks | proceed to exam- 
ine the general’s means of defence against 
the great body of proof which has been 
offered: His first object was to fortify 
himself by certificates of innocence—his 
second to procure an enquiry by a court 
which he knew could not compe? the at- 
tendance of witnesses—his last, and the 
most congenial to his disposition, to black- 
en the character of the witnesses against 
him. Let us examine separately cach of 
these means, and sce how they have suc.
